Article  I 

Those  who  hevo  formed  on  or/?onlzrtion,  with  the  object 
of  chenging  the  netionol  structure,  or  those  who  have  been 
its  offioioDs,  or  othorv/ise,  hevo  been  engaged  in  the  duty 
of  its  leedership  shell  bo  punished  with  death,  or  life 
imprisonment  or  imprisonment  for  five  or  more  years  hard 
labor;  end  those  who  have  iolned  it,  knowing  its  circum¬ 
stances,  or  those  who  hove  acted  for  the  attainment  of  its 
objective  shall  be  punished  with  two  or  more  years  of  penal 
servitude  or  imprisonment. 

Those  vrtio  hove  formed  an  organization  with  the  object 
of  repudiating  the  institution  of  private  ownership  of 
property,  or  those  who  hove  Joined  it,  or  those  who  have 
acted  for  the  attolnment  of  its  objective  shrll  be  punished 
with  no  more  than  ten  years  of  penal  servitude  or  imprisonment 

An  nttempted  crime  in  the  above-mentioned  two  paragraphs 
shall  be  punished. 


Article  II 

Those  who  have  conferred  in  the  execution  of  the  matter 
having  as  its  objective  the  objective  in  the  first  or  second 
paragraph  of  the  above  article  shell  be  punished  with  no 
more  then  seven  years  of  penal  sorvltuds  or  imprisonment. 

Artio-le  III 

Those  who  have  incited  the  execution  of  the  matter  hiving 
as  its  objective  in  the  first  or  second  poragr'-ph  of  Article 
T  shnll  be  punished  with  no  mors  then  seven  years  of  penal 
servitude  or  imprisonment. 

Article  IV 

Those  who  have,  with  the  objective  iii  the  first  or  second 
paragraph  of  Article  I,  incited  a  crime  of  disturbance,  vio¬ 
lence,  or  otherwise  have  incited  a  crime  injuring  the  life, 
the  parson,  or  property  shall  be  punished  with  no  more  than 
ten  years  of  penal  servitude  or  imprisonment. 

Art Ic le  V 

Those  who  have  given  money  or  goods  or  otherwise  any 
beneficial  interest  in  property  or  have  offered  or  promised 
to  do  so  with  the  object  to  having  other  persons  commit  a 
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crime  falling  under  the  first  and  second  parapaphs  of 
Article  I  and  the  above-mentioned  three  articles  shell  be 
punished  with  no  more  then  five  yesrs  of  penol  servitude 
or  imprisonment;  end  those  who  heve  either  received  or 
demanded  or  promised  to  receive  it,  knowing  its  circum¬ 
stances,  shr31  be  punished  in  the  same  way. 

Article  VI 


Those  v<ho  heve  committed  the  crimes  mentioned  in  the 
ebove  five  articles  shall  either  hove  tteir  penalties  re¬ 
duced  or  exempted,  if  they  gave  themselves  up. 

Article  VII  '  4  4.4.  j 

This  lew  is  applicable  to  whomever  that  have  committed 
the  crime,  notwithstanding  the  fact  thot  it  was  perpetrated 
outside  the  Jurisdiction  of  this  lew.  ' 


By-law 

The  Imperial  Decree  No.  403,  1923,  is  hereby  repealed. 
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
